Descr. Shrub from two to three feet or more in height, the 
thickeſt part of the ſtem not exceeding the fize of the little 
finger, covered with a ſinooth brown bark, irregularly branched; 
Flowers appearing before the leaves are fully expanded, and 
produced in umbels at the extremities of the branches, from 
eight to twelve or more in an umbel, of a fine yellow colour 
and agreeable fragrance ; each bloſſom is about the ſize of that 
of the horle-chelnut, and as ſome of them are produced much 
earlier than others, the plant of courle continues a conſiderable 
time in bloom, ſtanding on ſhort peduncles; Calyx very 
ſhort, viſcous, and irregularly divided, moſt commonly into 
hve ovato-lanceolate ſegments ; Corolla, tube cylindrical, viſ- 
cous, grooved, brim divided into five ſegments, undulated and 
ſomewhat wrinkled, ovate, pointed, three turning upwards, 
two downwards, of the three uppermoſt ſegments the middle 
one more intenſely yellow than the others and inclining to 
orange, with which it is ſometimes ſpotted ; Stamina uſually 
five, yellow, projetting beyond the corolla, and turning up- 
wards near their extremities ; Antherz orange-coloured ; Pol- 
len whitiſh and thready ; Germen ſomewhat conical, evidently 
hairy, and ſomewhat angular ; Style yellowiſh, filiform, pro- 
jecting beyond the ſtamina, and turning upwards; Stigma 
torming a round grgen head,

The figure and deſcription here given were taken from a plant which 
flowered by means of artificial heat, in the ſpring of 1798, at Mr. 
WarsoNn's, Nurſeryman, Iflington, and which had been introduced 
the ſame year, by Mr. AxTHOxY Hove, of Warſaw. 

As an hardy ornamental ſhrub, it bids fair to prove an acquiſition truly 
valuable, its flowers produced in the months of June and July, being 
highly ornamental as well as fragrant. 

We have the beſt authority for regarding this plant as the Chamea- 
rhodendros Panlica of 'TOURNEFORT, it agrees with his own ſpecimens 
in Sir Jos FH BAxKs's Herbarium, it accords alſo with his deſorip- 
tion, and figures, more eſpecially of thoſe flowers which are of their 
natural ſize ; nor have we any doubts of its being the Azalea Pontica of 
Prof. PALLAS, figured in the Hor. Raſſica, ſince it correſponds generally 
with his deſcription, though not in all points with his figure, which 
bears evident marks of inaccuracy, the ſtigma, for inſtance, is repre- 
ſented as trifid. 

TourNEFORT found this plant on the caſtern fide of the Black Sea, 
Mr. Hove on the north ſide near Oczakow, and elſewhere ; Profeſſor 
PALLAS on Mount Caucaſus. 

As yet there has been no opportunity of aſcertaining the beſt means of 
propagating this new denizen, but there is every reaſon to ſuppoſe that 
it will ſucceed with the treatment beſtowed on the other Azalea s. 

Prof. PALLAS relates that the honey of bees frequenting the flowers 
of this plant is ſuppoſed to be narcotic, and that goats, kine, and 
ſheep on eating its leaves have been poiſoned thereby. 

By permiſſion and with the approbation of Mr. Ax THONY Hove, 
the tollowing extracts from his journal are here inſerted. 

« June 9, 1796, found a few of this ſpecies, of Azalea on the river 
% Dnieper in ſwampy ground, four fect high, beginning to blow, 
called here the ſtupifying ſhrub, and conſidered by ſome as highly 
« efficacious in curing the venereal diſcaſe, 

June 20, found this ſpecies on the river Dnieſter, on the eſtate of 
« Count STANISLAus SCZESNY POTOCK1, about fixteen Engliſh 
«© miles from the town of Mohilow, in peat earth, from four to twenty 
« feet high; regarded by the common people as intoxicating, and 
« uſed in the cure of various diſcaſes. 

« July 4, near Oczakow, found thouſands of theſe plants fully 
« blown, in a marſh, every ſpring-tide overflown by the ſea ; found 
« there alſo, a Tartarian farmer, who lived entirely by the profits 
« ariſing from the honey which the bees extracted from the flowers 
of this plant, ſold to Conſtantinople and other parts of Turkey tor 
« medicinal uſes, 

* July 15, arrived at Trebizond, found a valley about ten Engliſh 
« miles from the ſea covered with theſe plants.” 

On cultivation, Mr. Hove relates that he faund the Har“ from 
Trebizond much more tender than thoſe from the borders of the 
Daieper and the Dnieſter, and was theretorc inclined to regard them 
as ſtrong vatietics if not diſtinct ſpecies, 

The leaves, when fully expanded, are in ſize and figure like thoſe 
on the plate, hairy on both ſides, and terminating in a very remarkable 
blunt mucro or point, which has not been noticed cither by thoſe who 
have defcribed or figured the plant as it deferves, for it appears to 
form a very ſtroug character. |

The preſent is one of thoſe plants which is entitled to our 
admiration, for its curious and ſingular ſtructure, rather than 
for any extraordinary figure it makes in a collection; not that 
its flowers are without a certain ſhare of beauty. 

It is an annual, growing to about the height of two feet ; 
the whole plant is viſcous, and, if bruiſed, ſmells ſomewhat dif- 
agreeably ; the flowers do not open at any particular time as 
thoſe of the Mirabilis do, and each contains only three ſtamina ; 
when they fall off, which they do ſoon after expanding, the 
calyx cloſes on the germen, enlarges, droops, and becomes 
deeply plaited ; on the ripening of the ſeed it turns brown, 
expands, and 1s ſuſpended like a little umbrella over the ſced, 
which when perfectly ripe drops out on the ground; the ex- 
panded calyx in this ſtate appears ſomewhat like the flower of 

a Phyſalis. 

This plant flowers from june to October, and ripens its 
ſeeds in the open air; it is not difficult of culture, requires che 
ſame treatment as other tender annuals from Peru. 

Our figure was drawn from a plant which flowered 1796, 
in the collection of the Marchioneſs of Burr, and was raiſed 
from Peruvian ſeeds, ſent her by Prof. OxT:zca of Madrid, 
under the name of Mirabilis triandra ; Monſ. CAVANIIIE 
has figured and deſcribed it as the Mirabilis viſco/a ; Mon. 
L'Herirten, from a confideration of all its characters, has 


been induced to make a new genus of it, which he has called 
Oxybaphus,

In the 6th vol. of the Amenitates Academice, Linn zaus 
deſcribes this ſpecies of Gnaphalium, moſt probably from dried 
ſpecimens collected at the Cape, where it is a native; ſo in- 
ſignificant did the plant appear to him, that in his deſcription, 
he calls it mera; compared with the more magnificent ſpecies, 
ſuch a term might not perhaps be inapplicable : but, though 
ſmall, the plant poſſeſſes much heauty when cultivated, and 
hence 1s generally kept in our green-houſes. 

It flowers from March to Auguſt. 

Its branches, naturally weak and trailing, require to be 
carefully tied up; if this buſineſs be executed with taſte and 
judgment, the natural beau'y of the plant may be conſiderably 


heightened.

Though not fo ſhewy a plant as many of the genus, we find 
this ſpecies of Hibiſcus in moſt collections of green-houſe 
plants about London, lowering from June to September. 

Its foliage is ſingular, its bloſſoms ſulphur coloured with a 
tint of orange on the under ſide and without ſcent ; il ſuffered 
to grow, this ſhrub will acquire a conkderable height; it ſeeds 
freely, by which the plant 1s readily increaſed, and by theſe it 
requires to be renewed once in two or three years.

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As a ſhrub commonly cultivated for ornament in our gardens 
and plantations, the Hydrangea arbore/cens has a right to appear 
in this work, nevertheleſs it is more with a view to illuſtrate 
a peculiar character of the genus that it is here figured. 

This ſhrub is a native of Virginia, and was introduced in 
1736, by P. Corttinsox, Eſq. it is of low growth, rarely 
exceeding four feet in height; its flowers are produced on the 
ſummits of the branches, ſomewhat in the manner of the Lau- 
ruſtinus ; they are ſmall, crowded, nearly white, with a tinge 
of red in them which is not very brilliant, and ſome fragrance ; 
they are produced in July and Auguſt, and ſometimes followed 
by ripe ſeeds here. | 

Is eaſily propagated by parting its roots the latter end of 
October, prefers a moiſt ſoil, but will grow in a dry one; if 
in ſevere froſts the ſtalks, which are rather ſoft, ſhould be 
killed, new ones will be put up the following Spring.

It appears to be a point not yet fully determined, whether the 
preſent plant exhibits the appearances belonging to it in a ſtate 


of nature, or thoſe which are in a certain degree the effect of 


accident, or of art; in its fructification it certainly is not fo 
completely barren as the Guilder Roſe, Viburnum Opnlus, cul- 
tivated in our gardens, ſince it has moſt of its parts perfett ; 
yet as none of the authors who have ſeen'it in China or Japan 
(where. it is ſaid not only to be much cultivated but indigenous®) 
deſcribe its fruit, we are inclined on that account to regard it, 


in a certain degree, as monſtrous. 
It will appear by the ſynonyms, chat authors have entertained 


very different opinions as to What ibis plant really is; Juss1ev 
following Commtrsox makes it an Hortenſa, TnuxneRe A 
Viburnum, Louxt1no, ridiculouſly enough, a Primula, and 
Dr. SM1TH an Hydrangea. | 
In the original deſcription of the characters of the genus 
Hydrangea by LixxXus, there is no mention made of tWo 
different kinds of florets, as in the YVi4urnum, nor has any au- 
thor that I am acquainted with deſcribed the Hydrangea arbor.

Hydrangea ; the appearances obſerved by Lovxz1xot on diſ- 
ſetting the germen, and our diſcovery of the exiſtence of tuo 
different kinds of flowers in the Hydrangea arboreſcens, tend 
ain more to confirm its propriety; we may add, that in the ve 
habit of thele ſeveral plants there exiſts a conſiderable ſimilarity: 
ain, however, it is only by ripe ſeed-veſſels of the preſent plant, 
tat this doubtſul matter can be ſatisfactotrily cleared up ; but it 
will not follow, that if it be not an Hydrangea it mult be a 
Viburnum. 

This magnificent and highly ornamental plant, according 
to Dr. Suiru, was introduced from China to the royal 
garden at Kew, by Sir Joszern Banks, Bart. in 1990; it 
was imported by Mr. Sr. xTzr about the fame time, with whom 
it is (aid to have firſt flowered in this country. 

If room were allowcd us, it would be ſuperfluous to de- 
ſcribe minutely a plant now fo very common; ſuffice it to 
ſay, that from a ſtrong perennial root, riſe a number of half- 
ſhrubby, irregular, ſomewhat ſpongy ſtalks, ſtrongly ſpotted 
when young with purple, from one to three feet high, termi- 
nated by large bunches of flowers, at firſt green, then roſe- 
coloured, and finally green a ſecond time; theſe are the moſt 
common Changes to which they are liable: but it will ſome- 
times happen that a plant which has produced red flowers 
one year, ſhall produce blue another, though growing in the 
ſame pot ; this we ſaw happen in the year 1796 to a plant in 
the poſſeſſion of the Coumels of Uer Ex OssOoRxv, whoſe re- 
lined taſte and ſuperior judgment have in ſeveral inſtances 
contributed to render our works more acceptable to the

Since the introduction of this plant, trials have been made 
in regard to its hardineſs, and it is found to ſurvive mild winters 
if planted in very warm ſheltered fituations ; but in others, 


both ſtalks: and leaves are liable to be killed by flight froſts, 
though the roots are not; if perſons are anxious to have it Z 
in the open border, the beſt mode will be to cut down the 
ſtems at the approach of winter, and cover over the root 


with rotten tan, or ſome light ſubſtance ; in the ſpring freſh 
talks will ſhoot forth, but it is more common to keep this 


lant during winter in a green-hoaſe or well fecured frame; 
8 artificial heat it may be brought to flower in April or

Authors have given to this plant the name of Scorpion Senna, 
its ſeed-veſſels, from their ſlender and jointed appearance, bear- 
ing ſome reſemblance to the tail of a ſcorpion. 

It is a native of France and Germany, and a very old in- 
habitant of our gardens, having been cultivated by GERARD 
in 1396; it is of low and flow growth: there is a ſhniib of it 
in the Apothecaries Garden, Chelſea, which grew there in the 
time of M1iLLER, and which now is not more than five feet 
bigh. 

In the nurſeries we have obſerved two varieties of it, 
one in which the flowers have been tinged with bright red 
inclining to orange and which 1s by far the moſt common, the 
other with flowers wholly yellow, ſcarcely worth cultivating. 

Its bloſſoms are produced in May and June, and ſome- 
times again in autumn ; neatly trained to a wall or paling, it 
makes a beautiful appearance when in flower, the ſhortnels of 
its ſhoots renders it a very proper objett for this purpole. 

Is propagated by ſeeds, layers, and cuttings; the firſt are 
not produced in any great plenty with us. 

The leaves by a proper fermentation are faid to produce 
a dye like that of Indigo.

As a green-houſe plant, this ſmall and delicate ſpecies has 
long been cultivated“, and ſtill continues to hold a place in 
all collections of note.

Profeſſors Jacgquixn and TuuxBtrG have both deſcribed

accord ſo little with the living plant as it flowers with us. 

At firſt ſight, one would be led to regard this plant as an 
Antbolyza rather than a Gladiolus, its flowers bearing a great a!

Such as are attached to the ſmaller alpine plants, will re- 
gard this ſpecies of Cardamine as worthy a place in their col- 
lections; one would ſcarcely have expected to find it in 
PaRKINxSsOx's Parad. yet there it is deſcribed, and the fol- 
lowing account given of its introduction: © It was ſent me by 
my eſpecial good friend Joun TrxAaDescanTe, who brought 
it among other dainty plants from beyond the ſeas, and im- 
« parted thereof a root to me.“ 

This ſpecies is perennial, hardy, and of very humble 
growth ; the leaves grow thickly together, forming a kind of 
tft; the flowering ſtems rarely riſe above the height of fix 
inches, and produce on their ſummits numerous flowers, 
waved on their edges ; all thoſe which we have had an oppor- 
tunity of ſeeing have been perfectly white, PaxxinsoN and 
Hattzr deſcribe them as being ſometimes tinged with red or 
purple; they begin to appear towards the end of March and 
continue through April, the ſhelter of a hand-glaſs open at 
top is often neceſſary to prote and improve the flowering of 
this and other ſuch early-blowing plants.

The Canna indica, a native of both the Indies, is a plant 
greatly admired for the beauty of its foliage and flowers, and 
on that account generally cultivated ; it has been called by 
ſome Indian Shot, from the roundneſs and hardneſs of its 
ſeeds. 

We find it to have exiſted in our gardens in the time of 
Gerard, 1596, PARKINSON was acquainted with that va- 
riety of it which has yellow ſpotted flowers: Prof. Max TVN, 
in his edition of Miller's Dick. has quoted the chief of what 
theſe authors ſay of it, which as a matter of curioſity we ſhall 
here tranſcribe ; “ Sana informs us, that in his time it 
was in the garden at Padua, that he had planted it in his 
garden divers times, but it never came to flowering; and 
that it muſt be ſet or ſown in a pot, with fine earth, or in 
* a bed made of horſe-dung, in ſuch manner as Cucumbers 
* and Muſk-Melons are: Paxxinson ſays, in ſome kindly 
« years this beautiful plant has borne its brave flowers, but 
never any ripe ſeed, and that it will not abide the extremi- 
« ties of our winters, unleſs it meet with a ſtove, or hot-houſe, 
* ſuch as are uſed in Germany; for neither houſe nor cellar _ 
* will preſerve it: Crustus faw it flowering by houſe-fides 
in Spain and Portugal, and ſays, that the inhabitants there

Though the flowers of this Aloe have little to recommend 
them, there is much to admire in the form and ſtrutture of 
its leaves; and this pleaſing circumſtance attends it, it is per- 
fettly diſtinct from all the other ſpecies : when firſt introduced, 
it was no doubt an object of great admiration; Faixcnito, 
the celebrated Gardener of Hoxton, who preceded MiLLts, 
had it engraved, with ſeveral other ſucculents, on a plate

The plant whoſe elegant form is here ſo happily delineated 
by the maſterly pencil of Mr. Eowarps, according to Dr. 
OxTttEGa, is an inhabitant of Mexico, where its ſeeds ori- 
ginally were collected by Dr. Maxrix SEssE, and ſent to the 
royal garden at Madrid, in which the plant produced flowers 
and ſeeds in abundance ; from thence ſeeds were obtained by 
he Marchioneſs of BuTz, about the year 1786, who moſt 
kindly communicated them to different perſons in the neigh- 
bourhood of London, and among others to my moſt generous 
denefactor, James Vert, Eſq. in whoſe collection at his 
villa, Kenſington-Gore, by the careful management of his 
Gardener, Witttam ANDERSON, it was firſt brought to 
Lower in this country, anno 1797. 

Monſ. CavaniLtLe, who reſides at Madrid, where he ſeizes 
every opportunity of publiſhing whatever new plants appear 
there, has figured and deſcribed the preſent one, under the 
ame of Uſteria, not aware that WII DEN OU bad previoully 
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beſtowed that name on a different plant; for this and other 
reaſons*, Dr. OrxTtGa, in a new work of his above referred 
to, has changed the term Uſteria to that of Maurangy, 
and, though we cannot cordially coincide with the Dottor in 
the propriety either of his generic or trivial name, we hay 
adopted them.

The Yellow Jaſmine is often planted againſt walls, pales, 
Kc. as the branches are weak and flender and it will grow 
to be ten or twelve feet high if thus ſupported ; it may how- 
ever be planted in ſhrubbery quarters, to which it is better 
Juiced than the White Jaſmine. The young ſhoots are of a 
line ſtrong green colour, angular, and a little hairy, The 
[caves are trifoliate, though ſometimes they grow ſingly. They 
are placed alternately on the branches, are of a thick con- 
liſtence, ſmooth, and of a fine deep green colour.

The Pellitory of Spain is more celebrated as an uſeful than 
an ornamental plant, the root which is of a very hot and 
biting nature being àa common application for the cure of the 
tooth-ach ; but, diveſted of its utility as a medicinal plant, 
it merits a place in collections on account of the beaut 
both of its foliage and flowers, the latter are more — 


ſome when in bud than when fully expanded, the under- 


fide of the florets being of a fine purple colour, the upper 
ure white; it is moreover a very rare plant in this 
country, notwithſtanding it was eultivated here ſo long ſince 
as 1570: PARKIN SON evidently grew it, as he obſerves that

endure our winters: to the latter cauſe, as well as to the 
difkculty of propagating it, for it does not ripen its ſeeds in 
this country, we may attribute its preſent ſcarcity: Mr. 
Mitts raiſed this plant in 1732, in a very curious way, 
from ſeeds picked out from among raiſins, 
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In its place of growth it is not confined to Spain, but 5 
found in the, Levant, Syria, Arabia, and elſewhere ; flower; 
wich us from May to July, and may be inereaſed by cuttings 
of the roots, a mode of propagating by which we ſometime; 
happily ſucceed with rare and valuable plants when all other, 
fail. 

It is a plant not very nice as to the quality of the ſoil in 
which it grows, but muſt have a warm dry fituation, will ſuc. 
ceed very well in a pot, or it may be planted in the open 
border; but eſpecial care muſt be taken to ſecure it again!

Of this paraſitical tribe the number of ſpecies deſcribed in 
the third edition of the Sp. Pl. Linn. 1764, amounts to thirty; 
in GizLtN's thirteenth edition of the Syf. Nat, Linn. 1791, 
no leſs than ſeventy-five are enumerated, which is a vaſt ac- 
ceſſion in ſo ſhort a period; moſt of theſe are natives of hot 
climates, and on that account require a flove heat in this 
country ; from their nature alſo they require a fituation not 
to be exactly imitated, they are therefore to be regarded as 
plants very LiMicult of culture, and we are not to be ſurpriſed 
that three ſpecies only are enumerated in the Hort. Kew.— 
but, fince the publication of that work, many others have been 
added to the royal collection, and this among the reſt, 

The rare and ſingular ſpecies here repreſented, a native of 
the warmer parts of America, and the Weſt-Indies, flowered 
with Mr. Wartitey, Nurſeryman, Old-Brompton, in Feb. 
1799, and at irregular periods before that time; he informs 
me that it is not conſtant as to the time of its blowing, and 
that though the plant flowers with him, it never aſſumes a fine 
healthy green appearance, he propagates it by dividing its 
limbs or branches, which often put forth ſmall roots; the 
plant grows in a pot, in a mixture of loam and peat or bog- 
earth, and is kept conſtantly plunged in the tan-pit of the

In a former Number of this Work, we gave a figure of the 
large variety of Si/yrinch. Bermud. of Linn. regarding it as 
x diſtinct ſpecies, and naming it 7ridzordes, conformably to 
Dittextus's ſpecific deſcription ; we regret now that we did 
not continue to it the name of Bermudiana (it being the true 
Bermudas plant) and which cannot with propriety be applied 
to the preſent ſpecies, a native of Virginia, far more diminu- 
tive, with flowers much ſmaller, of a paler blue colour, a 
much hardier plant alſo, and of more ready growth; it is in- 
deed a truly hardy perennial, adapted to the open border, in 
which it will grow readily, and produce abundance of flower- 
ing ſtems in June and july; the flowers expand to the fun, 
and are followed by numerous ſeed-veſſels which ripen their 
leeds, by which the plant may be increaſed, or by parting its 
roots in the autumn. Its ſtalk affords an excellent example 
of the caulis anceps, We readily embrace the opportunity here 
afforded us of correQting an error in regard to the hardineſs of 
the $7/yrinch. iridioides, which we were led into partly by Mil- 
us account, and partly from obſerving the plant to ſurvive a 
h winter in the open ground; we have ſince found that it is a 
tender plant, and to be ranked with thoſe of the greenhoule ; 
an additional proof of its being a diſtin ſpecies from the one

This ſmall, delicate, and rather elegant ſpecies of Indigo, 
to be found in moſt collections of greenhouſe plants near 
town, riſes with an upright, ſhrubby ſtem, to the height of 
ſeveral feet; its leaves, of a lively green colour, are furniſhed 
with pinnæ, which are numerous and unuſually narrow, whence 
ts name; its flowers, produced on long racemi ſpringing from 
the ſides of the ſtem or branches, are of a ſingular dull red 
colour, and rarely followed by ſeeds with us. 

It is a native of the Cape“, from whence it was introduced 
by Mr. MassoN, in 1774; flowers from June to October, 
and 1s uſually increaſed by cuttings. 

There is a deſcription of this ſpecies in the Mantifſ. Pl. 
Linn. but we know of no figure of it that has yet been 
publiſhed.

The learned and inſtructive K Mf EAN in his Amen. Exot. 
that vaſt fund of moſt uſeful information, gives a figure of this 
plant, in which it is repreſented both with flowers and ſeed- 
veſſels, accompanied with a deſcription and ſhort account of 
it; from which we learn that it is cultivated in Japan as an 
ornamental plant, that the flowers are produced in February, 
before the leaves, that they have the ſcent of the violet, but 
become unpleaſant on being long {melt to. 

Hearing that Lord CovexnTay was the firſt who poſſeſſed 
this plant in England, I took the liberty of writing to his Lord- 
ſhip in January 1799, to requeſt ſome information on this 
point, as well as ſome others relative to its culture, 6&c, On 
the 13th of the ſame month, his Lordſhip had the goodneſs 
to ſend me a beautiful ſpecimen of the plant in bloom, a 
leedling plant one year old, together with a ſeed-veſſel of the 
year 1798, and ſome ſeeds ; in the Earl's letter is the follow- 
ing paſſage :—* the beauty of the Calycanthus precox at this 
moment ſurpaſſes all deſcription, it is covered with bloſſoms 
from top to bottom, and the fragrance of it may be per- 
* ceived at the diſtance of fifty yards from the conlervatory.”

By his Lordſhip's direction, I received at the ſame time 
from his Gardener, Mr. WIILIIAu DEAN, the following in. 
formation, in anſwer to my queries:“ My Lord received the 
plant from China in 1766 :—it was planted in a conſervatory, 
is now fixteen feet high, and expands ten feet wide :—hear 
a ſucceſſion of flowers from September to March :—the time 
of its firſt blowing I camnot preciſely aſcertain, but believe it 
to be nearly twenty years back :—it is propagated by layers, 
cuttings, and ſeeds, the latter it produces moſt years at 
Croome, but I believe at no other place in England :—there 
are plants of it at Croome fix feet high, in a warm fituation 
in the open border, which have ſtood out ſeveral years by 
being covered with a ſingle mat in ſevere weather.” 

Not expetting to receive a plant from Lord Covix TRY in 
bloom, our drawing was made from one which flowered with 
Mr. WaiTLEy, Nurſeryman, Old-Brompton, December 22, 
2798, and which came originally from Croome, his Lordſhip 
having preſented moſt of the Nurſerymen about town with 
plants of it; the bloſſoms of that from Croome were ſome- 
what larger than thoſe here repreſented, and the petals were 
leſs ſtriped, indeed almoſt wholly tinged with purple, the 
leaves alſo proceeded more from the ſummit of the ſtalks and 
were of a much greener hue, owing no doubt to its being 
kept in the conſervatory, while Mr. WarTLEey's plant was 
tacked to the outſide of the bottom of the greenhouſe. 

In the number of its ſtamina, which is rarely more 
than five, it does not accord with the character of the clals 
icoſandria, nor do the ſeeds agree with the generic character 
as deſcribed by Lixnxzus. |

This elegant ſpecies of Dracocephalum, a native of Virginia, 
and other parts of North-America, is a hardy herbaceous 
plant, riſing to the height of about two feet, and producing 
numerous flowers in long ſpikes, uſually arranged on each 
ide of the ſtalk. 

It comes near to the den!rculatum already figured, but dif- 
ſers in its ſuperior height, the form of its leaves, the number 
ol its flowers, and many other particulars. 

It flowers from July to September, and with me has gene- 
rally ripened much of its ſeed, from which it may be eaſily 
rated, as alſo by parting of its roots in ſpring or autumn; it 
ſucceeds beſt in a moiſt ſituation, and its ſtalks require to be 
carefully and timely ſticked.

Of this genus we have already figured fix different ſpecies ; 
is is another newly diſcovered one, which, like moſt of its 
wind, diſplays its beauties chiefly in the night. It is the only 
one, as far as we yet know, that has white bloſſoms ; theſe, 
en firſt expanded, are beautifully ſo, but in the morning they 
bange to a purple colour, fade, and their place 1s ſupplied by 
\ freſh ſucceſſion. In this remarkable change of colour, it 
bears ſome affinity to the Qinotbera anomala, which may be 
onhdered as ſtrengthening our opinion that the latter plant 
belongs to this genus rather than to that of Gaura. The 
Er thera tetraptera is a native of Mexico, its duration as 
not certainly aſcertained, but may be treated as a tender 
T f ; and ſuch plants as do not flower the firſt year, may 
ve preſerved under glaſſes through the winter. It was raiſed 
om ſeeds ſent by Mr. Dow x, from Cambridge ; but was pro- 
bably firſt introduced into this country from ſeeds ſent to the 
Marchioneſs of Bur, by Prof, OxTz6Ga, of Madrid. 
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
